Paul, as well as on two short line 
roads, the Pittsburgh and Lake 
Erie and the Elgin, Joliet and East­ 
ern, already has crippled defense 
production.

The Brotherhoods are asking 
that present 48-hour pay be main­ 
tained while their members go on 
a 40-hour week. Their demands

Philippines To

WASHINGTON, Aug 23 —(INS) 
—The army announced today that 
it will produce a new heavy tank 
that will “whip the Joseph Stalin 
III under all circumstances” and 
end Russian superiority in land 
armor. 
An army spokesman disclosed 
that military leaders have discard­ 
ed a World War II policy of em­ 
phasizing 
maneuverability 
over 
firepower in tanks. 
From now on, he said, firepower 
will receive the first emphasis and 
American guns and ammunition 
will not be matched anywhere in 
the world. 
The spokesman said that new 
light and medium U. S. tanks, just 
going into production, will show 
an average 30 per cent improve­ 
ment in firepower, agility and ar­ 
mor protection compared to those 
of World War II.

was designed to disrupt an ex­ 
pected Red drive on Taegu by 
six

divisions—possibly 
50,000 to 60,000 enemy troops. 
The U. S. 27th (Wolfhound) 
regiment 
and 
the 
South 
Korean First Division teamed 
up to hurl the North Korean 
13th Division from its stra­ 
tegic positions. 
The airoupported United Na­ 
tions 
counter-blow 
was 
sprung 
after an estimated 1,500 flanking 
Red troops set up a new road 
block behind American lines only 
eight or nine miles above Taegu. 
That forced the 27th Regiment’s 
rear echelon units to dig in threo 
or four miles north of the fortress 
city. 
Outcome Not Determined 
U. S. attacks aimed at wiping 
out the enemy road block wero 
launched at dawn by an American 
official spokesman said more than 
10 hours later the outcome of this 
action was not yet determined. 
The North Korean 13th Division, 
retreating from its prepared posi­ 
tions about a dozen miles above 
Taegu, set off explosive chargee 
on the main road leading down 
from Kunwi to cover its retreat 
and slow pursuit by American 
tanks. 
The U. S. army's crack Wolf­ 
hound regiment and the South 
Korean First Division on its right 
(east) followed the Red 13th Divi­ 
sion through difficult mountain 
passes in their successful uphill 
battle 
against 
the 
numerically 
superior Communists. 
Strongest Attack 
The 
counter-action 
was 
un­ 
leashed as other U. S. and South 
Korean main-line troops closer to 
Taegu braced themselves to meet 
what Col. John (Mike) Michaelio 
of Lancaster, Pa., said is expected 
to be ’the strongest ail-out North 
Korean attack of the Korean war.** 
"If we break the back of the 
enemy at this point,” said th* 
commander of the 27th Regiment, 
“we may break him permanently. 
“I believe the North Korean* 
have thrown in just about every­ 
thing they have got—at least, w* 
will know damn soon.”

3 ito has ch anged 
American memories are reasonably good. So Americans 
Vill hardly take Marshal Tito at face value when he says that 
yn aggressor cant count on Yugoslav help because “this 
nvould be incorrect from a moral point of view.” 
They won’t swallow it whole when he adds, “Aggression 
Is not our method of extending the revolutionary movement 
3of the world.” They will think back a few years. 
I 
These are fine words that an Indian Socialist journalist, 
iCamalesh Renerji, heard from Tito. But do they represent 
sincere convictions? Until recently Tito had other ideas, to 
’■judge from Yugoslavia’s attitude on-the civil war in Greece. 
Russia supported the Greek communists against the Greek 
^government and so did Yugoslavia. 
But Russia was far away. Yugoslavia was near. So arms 
*nd equipment for the rebels came from across the Yugoslav 
.border. Sometimes the Greek Reds took refuge in Yugoslavia 
¿and were allowed to go back and fight again later. 
In fact. Greece protested so bitterly to the UN that the 
world organization set up a special commission to watch the 
Situation. Tito «never cooperated with that body. His^ pious 
statement now. that it would not be moral to help an aggres­ 
sor, is a little amusing So is his lofty assertion that aggression 
is not the Yugoslav way of promoting communism. His con­ 
version is just too sudden. 
All the same, talk like this from him is welcome. It is 
good to hear even if he is not truly reformed. It means that 
the Soviet cannot count on him as an ally in any war at all. 
If Russia starts it, Tito for one is likely to sit it out. 
This is important because it makes the problem in Europe 
less dangerous. If Russia wants to move there, ¿he will have 
to without Tito. He might even be on the other side, for he 
will do what is expedient. That is something to know. 


WORDS, WORDS, WORDS 
The United States took an important step when Dele- 
4gate Warren Austin offered a peace plan for Korea. Russia, 
3>f course, promptly rejected it in a new spate of misrepre­ 
sentation and abuse by Jacob Malik. 
Mr. Austin proposed that Korea should be united and 
3Free; that fair and free nation-wide elections should be held 
3here; that some UN body be sent to Korea to help the gov­ 
ernment so chosen establish a democratic regime. He then 
¡appealed to the Soviet Union to use its influence to call the 
¡Jvar off. 
* 
Mr. Malik’s reply was characteristic. All this is old stuff, 
¡¡¡he sneered. It is a smoke screen the United States is laying 
Srlown to conceal its bloody aggression and its grim intent to 
Sviden the scale of the war in Korea.

“These are the facts,” he said. The UN must hear both 
¡hides in Korea before the fighting can end. (UN representa­ 
tives have actually been seeking entrance into North Korea 
in d access tc North Korean authorities for three years.) Yes, 
Stussia has great influence in the world, but she will not stoop 
t o use it in Korea. 
* 
Finally, ‘.‘as is well known,” Russia wants peace and the 
•United States is thwarting this earnest desire. 
*• 
Words, words, words. It should be perfectly clear to the 
-world that the United States made peace proposals and Malik 
jiieither discussed those proposals nor offered any peace pro­ 
posals of his own. 
* 
It should he perfectly clear that Malik did not deny that 
Russia has influence but insisted that she will not use that 
influence for peace in Korea. That makes it clear where Rus 
yia stands. Austin’s peace proposals make it equally clear 
nvhere the United States stands. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23—If the 
poison exuded on the senate floor 
by Senator Kenneth Wherry of 
Nebraska is a sample of Republi­ 
can oratory, then the country is in 
for a bad time this fall. AU hope 
of unity will be destroyed in a 
savage dog eat dog attack that will 
leave “victory'" a pretty empty 
thing. 
The psychologist says that a 
sense of guilt produces a desire to 
find a scapegoat; to hit out at 
someone else with a blind anger. 
It's about time to face up to the 
fact that for the tragedy of Korea 
and for our present defenseless­ 
ness there is more than enough 
blame to go around. 
The fifth anniversary of V-J day 
has come and gone as though it 
has never been. 
Perhaps we pre­ 
ferred to forget that mood of ex­ 
altation 
and 
the 
aftermath 
in 
which the clamor to “bring the 
boys home” drowned out every­ 
thing else. 
Dismantled Speedily 
America had in being on V-J day 
military power of overwhelming 
weight everywhere in the world. 
The power was dismantled with a 
speed that was fantasticaUy de­ 
structive 
If you want to go back 
to original sin to explain our pres­ 
ent plight, there it is. 
A brief glance at the record will 
show that almost every politician, 
both 
Republican and Democrat, 
joined in that cry to "bring the 
boys home”. Wasn’t the war over? 
General 
George 
C. 
Marshall, 
who was chief of staff of the army 
nutil November of 1945. realized 
how destructive and costly this im- 
meditae dismantling would be. So 
did some others who understood 
what a power vacuum would be 
left if American force in being 
was taken apart while Russia kept 
her legions armed and strategic­ 
ally placed. 
But these were the "brass h ats'. 
They wanted to keep the boys in 
service so they could retain thetr 
wartime rank. Why, if you let 'em, 
they’d take the country over. 
So 
went the political cry. 
Disastrous Speed 
A 
few men in political life 
spoke up for what they believed to 
be the truth about the dismantling 
that was proceeding at disastrous 
speed. 
One was Representative 
James Wadsworth of New York, 
w ho is now retiring after 30 years 
of 
distinguished 
and 
honorable 
service in the senate and the house. 
A little later Wadsw'orth was one 
of the few Republicans to work 
actively for adoption of universal 
military training when President 
Truman recommended it following 
a report by a special commission 
of inquiry. 
President Truman, who placed 
great faith in General Marshall's 
advice, made some effort to stem 
the dismantling tide. 
A revealing 
incident comes to mind out of this 


PCOne of the nationally broadcast 
commentators 
was 
working the 
“bring the boys home’ theme as 


hard as possible. 
He personally 
directed the'collecting and signing 
of GI petitions to come home. 
At 
the end of a press conference he 
sought to present these petitions 
to Truman. 
This was the signal 
for the president to let loose some 
esrthy Missouri language to the 
effect that he didn’t want any of 
the blankety-blank petitions. 
Egged On By Reds? 
There is some evidence that the 
“bring the boys home” drive was 
egged on by communists. But very 
little inspiration was needed, since 
it fitted the temper of the time. 
We all wanted our sons back to get 
them into college, into the family 
business, into jobs. 
Wasn't the 
war over? 
<« 
Some Republicans in 1946 went 
so far as to hint that the Truman 
administration 
wanted 
to 
keep 
“the boys” overseas because it 
would be harder for them to cast a 
ballot against the party in power. 
In the election that fall, the party 
out of power captured control of 
both senate and house. 
Undoubt­ 
edly one reason was because the 
Republicans had capitalized suc­ 
cessfully on the discontents grow­ 
ing out of demobilization and the 
aftermath of a terrible war. 
Cost $46,006,990,006 
The dismantling process in 1945 
and '46 is estimated to have cost 
$48,000,000,000. How much of that 
could have been saved if it had 
been done more cautiously and 
slowly, no one can say. 
Part of 
the saving would have been in war 
material 
bulldozed 
into 
dump 
heaps or thrown into the' sea be­ 
cause no ships were aavilable to 
send it back to storage while man­ 
power to carry on a salvage oper­ 
ation was melting aWby. 
Perhaps the very fact that the 
Democrats are in and the Republi­ 
cans are out adds up to political 
responsibility. 
But this does not 
alter the record. 
Nor does it Jus­ 
tify wild and reckless and divisive 
talk about guilt for the blood that 
is being shed by young Americans 
in the Korean war.

The lights went on for a 
second (in broad daylight, mind 
you) before he switched them off. 
A policeman happened to see the 
flash of the lights. 
To Jail Far Month 
He went to jail for a month. No 
sober person, the court ruled on 
the cop’s testimony, would turn 
his lights on during the day. 
Story No. 2: One of the well- 
known men in Stockholm had ul­ 
cers. The doctors said no alcohol, 
not even the Swedish ration. He 
and his wife and a party of friends 
left a dinner party, laughing and 
joking. He was stopped two blocks 
from the restaurant. The cop said 
someone in the restaurant had 
called the police station and said

Administration Trial

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 23.—There were not more than ten 
Senators present the other day when Knowland of California got up 
to indict the Truman Administration for getting us into the Korean 
War. 
The verb “to indict” is the proper one to use here. There should 
be no mistaking what’s going on. The Senate is sitting in a courtroom— 
an (kit is conducting a trial. History, which always handles its dramatis 
symbolism so aptly, arranged that the upper body recently moved out 
of its spacious chamber and into the elegant little room which the 
Supreme Court used to occupy. There is a lot here to remind one of 
the time when Chief Justice Chase presided over the impeachment 
trial of President Andrew Johnson in March, 1868. 
Court Of Public Opinion 
While Knowland talked be frequently abandoned any pretense of 
addressing his colleagues. The party lines are so sharply drawn that 
the Republicans do not expect to make any converts for the time being, 
and the Democrats don't expect to lose any. Besides, the jury which 
sits on this case is not in the Senate chamber. This is a trial, in effect, 
before the court of public opinion. Thus Knowland frequently turned 
his back squarely on the rostrum, where the an&ient McKellar of Ten­ 
nessee was dozing, and spoke directly to the thin line of newspaper­ 
men just behind the railing. 
We need not belabor the comparison between the impeachment 
trial of Andrew Johnson and the trial of the Truman Administration. 
But there are some similarities worth noting. One of these is the frank 
attempt to gain the attention and approval of the vast American pub­ 
lic. “The President.” wrote Andrew Johnson's private secretary in 
March, 1868, “declares that the defense he desires to make in the im­ 
peachment trial is for the people—not merely for the Senate; and 
that he would care nothing for conviction by that body if he stands 
acquitted by the nation.” So it is with the prosecution and with the 
defense of this Truman Administration trial. Yn the ?nd nothing will 
make any difference “if he stands acquitted (or convicted, for that 
matter) by the nation.** 
Charges Are Made 
Specifically. Knowland and other Republicans are charging that 
the Administration gave Russia the “green light” to conquer Asia. Tha 
indictment alleges that this was done by (a) removing American troops 
from Korea, (b> failing to send available military aid to Korea and 
<c> announcing to the world that the American defense line did not 
include Korea. If the “green light” idea seems to be a trumped-up 
charge, so were most of the charges made against Johnson when the 
Senate voted to convict him by a count of 35 to 19, just one vote short 
of the necessary two-thirds. The Senate dared to do this in 1868 because 
President Johnson had lost his hold on public confidence and affec­ 
tion. If President Truman loses these things, the Senate will be in a 
mood to treat him accordingly. 
This is not to say that Mr. Truman stands in any danger of being 
impeached and removed from office. But something almost as drastic 
could happen if things go suddenly from bad to worse in Korea, in 
Formosa, in Europe and at Lake Success. One of these days the Demo­ 
cratic party line which supports Mr. Truman is likely to crack under 
public pressure. There could be a series of reversals which would 
amount to a vote of “no confidence” from the Senate. If that ever hap­ 
pens the nation will be facing a war for survival with one of the three 
governmental pillars—the executive pillar—damaged beyond hope of 
repair until the presidential election of 1952.. 
There la More To Add 
And there i* more to add when comparing the Andrew Johnson 
trial of the Truman Administration. In 1868 only one man was prin­ 
cipally involved. In 1950 the whole Administration—in fact, the whole 
conduct of government since 1933—is standing trial. In 1868 the mat­ 
ter was of no great importance except to the Southern States. In 1950 
the matter is of overwhelming importance to the whole world 
There is no use trying to predict the outcome of the present trial 
Too much depends on the outside factors on the battlefield and in the 
Kremlin. It is equally footless to utter pious wishes that Capitol Hill 
and the White House were united on the Far East foreign policy The 
hard fact is that they are not united Strong leadership could* bring 
So could a miracle. But among 
them together. So could a world war. 
these three we may not get the chance to chooser

The President was reported to be 
strongly opposed to the 100 million 
dollar loan to Spain and the across- 
the-board economy cut in expendi­ 
tures, both approved by the Senate 
The Omnibus bill, which con­ 
tains funds for operating the gov­ 
ernment during the 1951 fiscal 
year which began July 1, is now in 
conference between the House and 
Senate. 
Rep. Cannon (D) Mo., House Ap­ 
propriations Committee chairman, 
said he doubted greatly that the 
President would take "such a dras­ 
tic step” even if the two amend­ 
ments were retained in the bill. 
Appropriation bills have on rare 
occasions 
been 
vetoed, but 
no 
President in recent history has 
ever acted on legislation contain­ 
ing operating funds for the entire 
government as this is the first om­ 
nibus bill since the early days of 
the republic. 
Since both the House and Senate 
voted for overall cuts in operating 
funds, it appeared unlikely that the 
President’s objections would be 
eliminated.

Aug. 23.—A dapper 27- 
year-old North Korean lieutenant 
eolonel surrendered to American 
troops Tuesday—^the highest com­ 
munist officer yet to do so. 
The officer, commander of ar­ 
tillery in the Red 13th division, 
gave up to a patrol of the U. S. 
27th regiment during heavy fight­ 
ing in the communist drive to 
take Taegu. 
GI’s turned him over to a South 
Korean unit, hut he later was re­

to 
the 27th regimental 
command post where he was in­ 
terrogated by Lt. Henry Kuwabara 
of Salt Lake City, a Japanese- 
American. 
• The North Korean, who wore a 
l^rown uniform with red piping on 
his trousers and a tunic with red- 
gtarred epaulets, said he decided 
fo surrender because he did not 
like the way the Russians are in­ 
terfering with the running of North 
Korea 
He said he wanted North Korea 
governed in the same way as South 
Korea has been since 1948, 
Tried to Shake Hands 
Kuwabara said the officer was 
“extremely friendly”. 
He declared: 
‘‘The first thing he tried to do 
Was to shake hands, and he even 
attempted to speak in stumbling 
English." 
The colonel said that many oth­ 
er officers and men in his outfit 
wanted to surrender, but feared 
“.secret agents” attached to each j 
North Korean unit in the role of 
political commissars.

The captive admitted that some j 
of his own superiors did not tru s t' 
him and charged him with being i 
an inefficient officer. 
He said he . 
tried to get some of his own sub- | 
ordinates to surrender but that 
thought of secret agents, ‘‘whom 
nobody knows”, kept them from 
doing so.

Communist Nations 
Aro Given Warning 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 23.—(INS* 
—Congressman John Walsh (D- 
Ind.) warned communist nations 
Tuesday that the United States 
will use the atom bomb ii North 
Korean atrocities continue. 
Walsh, a member of the house 
armed services committee, spoke 
to delegates to the 26th biennial 
convention of the National Federa­ 
tion of Post Office Clerks in 
Cleveland. 
The first-term congressman said: 
“I can tell you officially that the 
thinking in Washington has chang­ 
ed. 
The only way to destroy an 
octopus is to strike at its heart. 
“We are not going to continue 
fighting secondary nations. 
We 
shall not allow our boys to fight 
on six or seven fronts. 
“The enemy has pushed the 
United Nations as far as it is go­ 
ing to go. 
I can say that if the 
enemy’s brutal conduct continues 
we shall use the atomic bomb and 
strike at its heart.” 
May Bring Ultimatum 
Walsh predicted that continu­ 
ance of Russian aggression ‘‘on 
two or three fronts and continuing 
slaughter of our prisoners will 
bring an A-bomb ultimatum to 
the Reds.” 
The congressman declared that 
the United States has “the greatest 
stockpile 
of 
A-bombs 
in 
the 
world.” and that “we could wipe 
out every major city behind the 
iron curt?' t.M 
Walsh elaborated: 
“And it won’t just be a one- 
bomb attack either. 
It will be a 
delug«. 
We have at least 250 
bombs and 100 ways of reaching 
Russia. We’ll get there fast. 
“It is my belief that Russia will 
strike someplace else within a 
month. I also believe Russia does 
not yet have the atom bomb. But 
they are on the verge.”

KEEP POULTRY RANGE GRASS 
CLIPPED SHORT 


As it comes through the ground, 
the top 2 or 3 inches of grass and 
clover have a protein value equal 
to the best growing mash for poul­ 
try. Tall grass has a high fiber 
content and a low protein value. 
Because of its unpalatability very 
little tall grass is consumed. 
Lawrence c o u n t y poultrym en 
get best results by keeping the 
chick 
range 
clipped 
short 
for 
greatest 
feeding 
value 
to 
the 
chickens. Short grass allows even 
ranging which helps distribute the 
range 
droppings. 
If the 
range 
grass gets ahead of the birds, it 
should be mowed. 
The cuttings 
need not be removed unless there 
is considerable growth of grass. 
With early hatched pullets the 
range can be kept in very good 
condition by scattering grain or 
pellets on the ground in the area 
where the grass is tall. 
Chickens can be taught to Use 


the entire range evenly by moving 
mash hoppers and changing the 
grain feeding area often. 


INSPECT LIGHTNING ROD 
GROUND CABLES 
Lightning rods are no more ef­ 
fective than their ground connec­ 
tions. The grounding cables should 
be inspected periodically to deter­ 
mine whether they may have been 
loosened by livestock or machin­ 
ery, and to see that all connections 
are firm and in good condition. 
It is a poor policy to mix alum ­ 
inum and copper in the same light­ 
ning rod system. Although connec­ 
tions are available that resist the 
electrolytic action of these two 
actively dissimilar metals, it is best 
to use one m aterial for the entire 
system. Aluminum rods are rec­ 
ommended on buildings with alum ­ 
inum sheet roofing._______

Reds A-Bomb 
Program May 
Be Hampered 


TOKYO, Aug. 23.—HNS)—U. Я 
Naval headquarters in Tokyo dis­ 
closed today its bombardment aid 
in a campaign aimed at destroying 
key North Korean industrial plants 
which possibly are linked t'> the 
Russian atomic program. 
The announcem ent followed a 
powerful air bltfw Tuesday when 
B-29 Superfortresses rained more 
than 600 tons of explosives on 
plants at Chongjin. which also bore 
the brunt of 'h e Navy attack. 
In addition to the heavy strike 
at Chongjin. North Korean port 
city 40 miles below the Soviet Si­ 
berian frontier, B-29s dumped 200 
more tons of bombs on other key 
industriSl and communications tar­ 
gets north of the 38th parallel* 
It was believed that the B-29 
attack, one of the heaviest yet 
against strategic targets, may have 
knocked out facilities that are im­ 
portant to Soviet atomic research 
and production. 
The Navy’s announcement said 
a U. S destroyer reported indica­ 
tion of a “ highly successful bom­ 
bardm ent’’ of the Mitsubishi Iron 
works and other targets in Chong­ 
jin last Sunday night. The targets 
included those hit by the Super­ 
fortresses, and fires were visible 
18 miles at sea off Chongjin.

said 
fires and explosions sent smoke 
columns more than 4.900 feet into 
the air.

Garden Notes 
For SO Season 


Herbaceous borders can be re- 
made at this time if plenty of 
water is available. Dig deeply and 
enrich the soil before resetting 
the plants. Shade the plants and 
protect them from high winds for 
a few days after replanting them. 
Small plants of calendnlas, lan- 
tanas, dwarf asters, bedding be­ 
gonias, petunias and geraniums 
- potted up now will grow and flow­ 
er in tile living room when cold 
weather comes.

Charged with using the mails 
to defraud, Mrs. Margaret Teska 
of Neshannock avenue was jailed 
Pittsburgh yesterday to await 
Federal grand jury action.

Investigation by Mr. Hanna 
revealed that she not only did not 
have any children w'ho had been 
afflicted by polio, hut did not have 
a daughter that age. 
He turned the matter over to 
postal 
inspectors after stopping 
her operations. 
They discovered 
the fact that she had received 
some $10 or $12 in cash and ap­ 
proximately $500 worth of mer­ 
chandise. including heating pads, 
card tables, etc., as the result of 
an appeal made to a Cleveland pa­ 
per. 
Other appeals made else­ 
where requested a typewriter for 
the use of her daughter.

letter sent 7o a New York paper 
was sent back to The News here 
and was turned over to the postal 
authorities.
